Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed how Benson was applied as a rejection since Benson 
teaches a three layer composite with bond sites, where the middle layer is considered to be the substance filling the 
voids. Benson discloses using a meltblown layer as the middle layer in the composite. Also Benson suggests that film 
layers can be used as in the laminate (column 7, lines 43 - 45). Further, the various articles recited in the claims are 
not given any patentable weight since the limitations are considered intended use and do not further limit the structure 
of the composite. Also discussed the declaration which would need to address the claimed limitations, i.e., an aspect 
ratio of 3 or the claims need to be amended to be commensurate in scope with the declaration. 
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
